THE MYSTERY SURROUNDING ONE BAG. 

George W. Harris, the handsome postal 
clerk of Uncle Sam’s Railway Mail Service, 
is missing, and so is an amount estimated all 
the way from $1,000 to $6,000. This fact will 
raise consternation in the breasts of all ad- 
mirers of civil-service reform, as Mr. Harris 
was the exponent of the principle in the post- 
office and, actually ranked on a test as the 
most accomplished clerk and quickest distrib- 
utor who ever stood over a case in a rail- 
way car. Harris. although not exceeding 32 
years of age, had rapidly ascended from the 
jJower rounds of acommon railway clerk to 


. he position of chief of the most important 


nm in the West—that between St. Louis 
snd Chicago, over which thousands of dollars 


and 
pass nightly in settlement of the great ex- 


list that accumulates between the 
merchants of both cities in their regular daily 
interchange of business. : 

George W. Harris disappeared in St. Louis 
Sunday morning, Aug. 3. His absence was 
only noticed some time after the Chicago and 
Alton train had arrived at the dingy 
depot situated at the terminus of the 
dingier tunnel which affords wayward foreign- 
ers an introduction to that town. 

The way it happened was simple enough. 
No one dreamed that anything was wrong with 
the chief clerk of the run.“ His exemplary 
record of the preceding fifteen years precluded 
all thoughts of that. 

When the money was missed inquiries were 
made of the transfer clerk at the St. Louis 
depot as to whether he could throw any light 
on the matter, but that official could only re- 
fer to his books and say that Harris had 
“signed in for his run.“ That was all. 

Harris should have gone to the mai office 
according to the rules of the postal service, 


' . gnd then, after delivering the registered mail 


intrusted to him at Chicago, he would have 
been at liberty. 
Discovery of the Empty Pouch. 

With one solitary sack of registered matter 
aboard the wagon the three clerks who had 
made the run from Chicago to St. Louis with 
Harris rattled away up-town with sad misgiv- 
ings in thir hearts that all was not as it 
should be. As a rule they were accustomed to 
carrying three pouches of registered stuff Sat- 
urday nights. The same afternoon the clerks 
arose and with one accord proceeded to search 
for their missing companion, wishing to ex- 

3 to. him. No trace of 
artis’ Wheréabouts had been found up to the 
time the three clerks reported for duty on the 

return trip that evening. , 

Chief Clerk Harris was not on deck. 

When the postal crew entered on its night’s 
operations in assorting the bulkier class of 
mails it found concealed in a corner, under a 
covering of old mail-sacks used by the clerks 
as mattresses during infrequent intervals of 
rest, a registered leather mail-pouch, locked 
and labeled in accordance with the rules. A 
long slit on one side told the story. 
This told the story of a mail robbery. 
No time was lost in conveying the informa- 
tion to Capt. Stuat, Inspector of the Chicago 
district. The latter awaited the arrival of the 
train yesterday morning, and after a hasty 
investigation wired St. Louis to take up the 
‘ease and work it until such time as his men 
could reach that town. From United States 
officials at Chicago it was learned that the 
night mail over the Chicagoand St. Louis rail- 
way mail run“ invariably carried three 
pouches of registered matter. These 
were receipted for by a regular 
clerk at the Post-Office here Saturday evening. 
At the Union Depot he delivered them to the 


transfer clerk, who in turn obtained a receipt 


from George W. Harris as chief in charge of 
No. 4night express, to whose custody they 
were consigned until receipted for at the St.

VADOR’S PRECARIOUS SITUATION. 


The of the Little Republic Thought 


to Be Inevitable. 

Panama, Aug. 4.—It is believed here that 
San Salvador is now in a most precarious 
situation. Her whole available strength of 
20,000 troops has been thrown into Guate- 
mala. Flushed with reported success this 
little army, growing smaller with each en- 
gagement, is pushing forward into the heart 
of the enemy's country. It is to be 
feared, however, that when Guatemala 
and Honduras have mobilized their 
forces they will overwhelm this 
little army which seems already to have wan- 


dered beyond the lines of possible retreat. It 


is feared in that event San Salvador will be 
able to make but a poor show of defense when 
the tide of invasion turns. Then it is thought 
will be the time for Nicaragua and Costa 


Rica to take the field. Even then, however, 
unless Mexico comes to the aid of the smaller 


States the probabilities are that Guatemala 
will be enabled to impose her rule upon the 
entire country and substitute a centralized 
military government for the proposed federal 
union. : 

Meanwhile Guatemala will have to settle a 
serious account with the United States on ac- 
count of the seizure by Guatemala at San 
José Je Guatemala the 17th inst. ot war sup- 
plies on ‘board the Pacific mail steamer Co- 
lima, legally shipped at San Francisco for 
San Salvador. No intimation had been given 
of a state of siege having been declared be- 
fore the Colima sailed. It is understood 
here that Mr. Blaine has taken prompt 
action in the matter. Aside from 
this episode strong hopes are enter- 
tained among a large circle that the 
United States will put forth its best endeavors 
to smooth over the quarrel and stop the war 
ere it goes too far. As long, however, as San 
Salvador, Nicaragua, and Costa Rica have a 
soldier left to take the field they will be satis- 
fied with nothing less than a positive abandon- 
ment on the part of Guatemala of her projects 
for extending her title throughout Central 
America. If Uncle Sam’s friendly offices can- 
not bring this about the only hope will lie in 
the direction of Mexico, whose interests would 
always be threatened by astrong unified Re- 
public. 

It is reported that another insurrection has 
broken out in Gautemala under the leadership 
of Gen. Alfonso Irungaray. 

La Liasertap, Aug. 4.—[Special.]|—Three of 
San Salvador’s richest citizens have been 
exiled for being concerned in a Zaldivar plot 
to Uverthrow the Ezeta Government. These 
three are Joaquin Perez, Emeterio Guirola, 
and Mauricio Duque. The latter is alleged to 
be a United States citizen of California, known 
as Maurice Duke. Perez, Guirola, and Duque 
were allowed only one hour to prepare their 
baggage before leaving the Capital, and were 
today placed on board of the Pacific Mail 
steamer bound toward San Francisco. 

New York, Aug. 4.—[Special.}|—The Pacific 
Mail company’s steamship San Marcos, just 
arrived from Colon, had on board a number 
of Guatemalans fresh from the seat of war. 
Among them were Pedro Cortez and Benito 
Garcia, two prominent merchants from San 
José de Guatemala. Both of these gentlemen 
were indignant at the accounts of the hostili- 
ties which have reached this country. They 
admit that Guatemala has had several severe 
defeats, but claim that it has been so far de- 
cidedly the victor, 

“T was especially pleased, said Mr. Cor- 
tez, to find from the papers that Mr. Cottu 
had sailed on the City of Para with the $2,000,- 
000 loan negotiated by him in London. I 
have no doubt as to Mr. Cottu reaching San 
José with the treasure in perfect safety. The 
most complete provisions have been made for 
his protection at way points, and if any at- 
tempt is made by representatives of San Sal- 
vador to seize the money I am convinced that 
the provisions made will be sufficient to 


thwart it. 


Mr. Garcia was also confident that Guate- 
mala both had been and would be the victor. 
„Our arrangements are such, he said, that 
we believe it to be impossible for Salvador to 
receive further supplies of rifles and ammun1- 
tion, for the present at least. She is gradually 
wenkening, while our cause is in the ascend- 
ant. 


SWINDLED BY A CHICAGO COMPANY. 


Scores of Poor Persons in Pittsburg Victims 
of a Bogus Building Association. 

Prrrsspure, Pa., Aug. 4.—[Special.}—The 
hearing in the case of Sefton and Dunn, Will- 
iam Harrison and M. A. Phillips, the man- 
agers, agent, and bookkeeper of the much- 
talked of National Capital Savings, Building 
and Loan Association of Chicago in the Cen- 
tral Police Station this afternoon brought out 
a large crowd of the stockholders in the con- 
cern. The first witness was Mrs. F. Newman, 
a colored woman of Allegheny City. The 
first agent that called, she said, was M. A. 
Phillips. He afterwards brought Dunn and 
Sefton. Phillips promised me if I should pay 
$25 I would receive $1,000 in cash within ten 
days. I told him I had not paid all the pur- 
chase price on my lots, but still owed 
$450. Dunn promised to pay off this sum at 
once and give me the remainder of the $1,000. 
Upon the strength of this promise I paid the 
money, for which Dunn receipted. When the 
ten days were up I called at Sefton’s office for 
$1,000. Sefton told me to return in a 
week. I did so. At this visit Phillips 
and Harrison assured me that I would 
get the money. They asked me to be 
patient. On the way down-stairs I met Sef- 


ton. I told him his company was a fraud, at 


the same time I.demanded the money I had 
paid. He put me off, but at the next visit 
when 1 threatened suit he said 
he wasn’t frightened. Dunn told 
me the appraisers would visit my 


roperty .and then the money would 
be — The building had been com- 


menced and Sefton told the contractor that he 
himself would pay for the work in install- 
ments of $250 out of the $1,000 I was to get. 
Dunn advised me to borrow $1,000 until my 
loan arrived, his faith in his company being 
so strong. 

Bookkeeper William Harrison was put on 
the stand and said he was merely a clerk, not 
an agent of the society. He had been em- 
ployed by Sefton. The latterand Dunn and 
the agents did all collecting, while the witness 
forwarded the whole amount, less the commis- 
sion of the agents, to Chicago. He himself 
never received any commission for his work, 
being paid a salary of 810 per week. 

Thomas J. Sefton; the real head of the 
agency in Pittsburg, was then called. Sefton 
said: I have been in charge here since April. 
Before taking hold I showed my circulars to 
several influential friends who represent 
building and loan associations in Pittsburg. 
They remarked its sound business methods 
and advised me to go ahead. I 
receive 75 per cent commission on 
first payment on stock and 1244 per cent on 
after payments.“ He said he had kept $15 of 
Mrs. Newman’s money as his commission, and 
sent the balance to Chicago. He told of his 
visit to Chicago to satisfy himself as to the 
society’s stability. On his return he re- 
ceived a letter from W. H. Shaw, a stockholder, 
expressing sorrow that the writer had doubted 
the association’s honesty. On a direct ques- 
taon the witness said none of the stockholders 
had yet received any money, though one loan 
had been authorized. All the defendants were 
held for trial at court. There are nearly fifty 
poor. 


KEMMLER’S LAST HOURS. 


PROBABLY THE MURDERER WILL BE 
ELECTROCUTED TONIGHT. 


He Receives a Farewell Letter from His 
Brother Henry—The Notorious Prisoner 
Entertained by a Musical Comrade — 
Persons Who Win Witness the Killing 
—Curlosity of the People—A Talk 
with the Electrician. 

Abnunx, N. Y., Aug. 4.—[Special.]—* Rest 
easy, there will be no execution for twenty- 
four hours,” said Warden Durston this after- 
noon. 

I have received a telegram from the War- 
den of Auburn Prison telling me not to go on 
at noon, as I expected, and saying that a letter 
of explanation would follow,” said Electrician 
Barnes of Rochester, who has expected to di- 
rect the current which will end the life of 
Murderer Kemmler. 

Lou will please report at the prison at 7 
P. m., Aug. 5, to Charles F. Durston, Warden 
and Agent,“ reads the invitations which were 
mailed last Saturday to the men who have 
been selected to be in at the death of the oft- 
reprie ved prisoner. 

Such are the straws that are pointing today. 
Au impression prevails in Auburn tonight 
that there will be business afoot between now 
and Wednesday morning. If appearances had 
not proved so tremendously deceptive in this 
Kemmler case one should say with a good deal 
of confidence that between the hours of 7 to- 
morrow evening and 7 Wednesday morning 
William Kemmler will be shocked by the spark 
that promises instant death. But perhaps to- 
morrow night will drift by without leaving 
Kemmler a corpse. 

There was a lively time this morning in the 
big steel cage where Murderer Kemmler and 
Murderer Fish are confined with a wall of 
boiler-iron between them, Both for some rea- 
son were in high spirits. The Canandaigua 
murderer played his gayest airs on his banjo 
and Kemmler whistled and sang and danced 
with evident relish. That banjo hasdone much 
of late to relieve thetedium of confinement 
and Kemmler has been a much lighter-hearted 
man since he has had a companion in misery. 

“‘Kemmler is in the best of health,” eaid 
Prison Physician Sawyer today. I have not 
had to visit him professionally for fourteen 
months, and it is all nonsense to suppose that 
he has weakened either in mind or body.“ 

After dinner today the Rev. Dr. Houghton 
made his customary call on Kemmler, and 
when a reporter asked him, on his coming 
out, to tell the secrets of the prison-house, he 
said that Kemmler was as calm and 
brave and hopeful as he ever was, 
exhibiting no fear of death and appar- 
ently spending no time in contemplation 
of its possible horrors, It is expected here 
that Dr. Spitzka will have charge of the execu- 
tion from a medium point of view, and there is 
reason to believe that the eminent specialist 
will hold the dissecting knife in place of Dep- 
uty-Coroner Jenkins. 

A letter was received at the prison today 
from the brother of Kemmler, who lives in 
Philadelphia and is married to the sister of 
Tillie Zeigler, the woman whom Kemmler 
killed. It was a registered letter and bore as 
an indorsement these words: From his 
brother.’”’ Nothing can be learned as to the 
contents. It is suggested that possi- 
bly the Westinghouse people have 
persuaded Kemmler’s brother to claim the 
body of the man, as he has a right to do under 
the provisions of the law, thus preventing the 
men of science from making an autopsy and 
discovering and officially promulgating the 
cause of death. In support of 
this it may be remembered that Kemm- 
ler’s brother has never shown the slightest 
interest in bis situation, and the 
murderer has bitterly commented on the fact 
that no one of his own blood has ever shown 
the slightest affection for him. But money 
is often a great’ awakener of the affec- 
tions, and the Westinghouse people 
have -expended unnumbered thousands in 
their separate and savage fight to save the 
reputation of their alternating current. It 
would be an interesting complication if the 
learned doctors were balked in their efforts to 
probe the mystery of death after all the trouble 
to which they have been put. 

Since the arrival of Fish, the Canandaigua 
murderer, the time has passed more pleasant- 
ly for Kemmler. Fish isa fine banjo-player, 
and Kemmler enjoys the music immensely, 
never seeming to tire of the instrument. 
Spiritually he remains the same, holding fast 
to the faith which is credited to him and which 
has been termed the conversion of his soul. 
There is no doubt that Kemmler has been con- 
verted to the extent of his limited capacity 
for accepting gospel teaching. He has, by 
the constant effort of his guard and Mrs. 
Durston, been brought to a realizing sense 
that there is a Supreme Being. 

There is significanee in the fact that Mrs. 
Durston has left the city. The 7:05 New York 
Central train earried her away last evening. 
Her trunks were ehecked through to New 
York City. Warden Durston accompanied 
her not further than Syracuse, it is believed. 
Mrs. Durston does not wish to be 
in the prison or city when Kemmler dies. 
Invitations have been extended to the fol- 
lowing persons: Dr. C. F. McDonald of New 
York, Dr. Samuel D. Ward of Albany, Dr. 
A. P. Southwick of Buffalo, the father of the 
new law, Dr. E. C. Spitzka of New York, Dr. 
George E. Fell of Buffalo, Dr. C. N. Daniels 
of Buffalo, Dr. Charles Fowler of Buffalo, Dr. 
W. T. Jenkins of New York, Dr. Lewis 
Balch, Secretary of the Board of Health, 
Albany, Dr. W. K. Nellis of Albany, A. Argue, 
Corning, ex-State Senator D. H. McMillan of 
Buffalo, John B. Stanchfield of Elmira, Tracy 
C. Becker of Buffalo, District-Attorney George 
P. Quinby of Buffalo, Sheriff Oliver A. Jen. 
kins of Buffalo, Justice Henry A. Child 
of Buffalo, Electricians Robert Dunlap of New 
York, and C. R. Huntley of Buffalo. The in- 
vitations were sent but Friday Iast. 


As to serving three days’ notice to those 
who are to attend the execution, the Warden 
holds the law to be mandatory only in the 
case of three—the Supreme Court Judge, 
the Distriet-Attorney, and the Sheriff 
of the county where the crim- 
inal was convicted. These three 


_were notified last week. Two ministers are 


to be added, bringing the number to twenty- 
one, which leaves to the Warden the choice of 
only five deputies, to which himself will be 
added, making twenty-seven persons to be 
present. 

All day long yesterday and today silent, 
curious faces have been pressed between the 
heavy upright iron bars on either side of the 
big prison gate. Men, women, and children 
have thus been watching the windows behind 
which Kemmler is and where at rare inter- 
vals a face or a hand may be seen behind the 
bars and the wire network which covers the 
windows. 

Almost insufferable heat during Sunday and 
today has made life a wretched experience 
both indoors and out. 

There has been much printed and said about 
the possibility of an inquiry being instituted 
by Gov. Hill, at Warden Durston’s suggestion, 
as to the sanity of Kemmler. If Kemmler is 
insane he is not well, and Warden Durston is 
authority for the pointed and positive state- 
ment that the condemned man is well; that 
all statements to the contrary are not only 
untrue but foolish; that the prisoner has 
maintained himself as well and better than

The 
Warden did not offer any en ion of this 
order, but said he had wri a letter. 


FEARFUL EXPLOSION OF CHEMICALS. 


A Building Wrecked and One Man Killed 
in Denver. 

Denver, Col., Aug. 4.—[Special.]—On Lori- 
mer street, one of the principal business 
thoroughfares, a terrible explosion occurred 
at twenty minutes past one this afternoon, re- 
sulting in the deathof J onb O. Bosworth, 
President of the Denver Fira Clay Company, 
and ex-President of the Ma@nuufacturer’s Ex- 
change. It totally wreeked the large estab- 
lishment of the company, besides destroying 
the fine chemical laboratory of Von Schultz & 
Low, occupying the second floor. The explo- 
sion was caused by deadly chemicals in the 
hands of Mr. Bosworth, the . exact 
nature of which will probably never 
be discovered. W. T. Cornwall, the 
Secretary of the co „ was at 
work upon the firm’s books rthe front of 
the store. The immense force of the con- 
cussion blew him through the large plate-glass 
window into the center of thie street, where he 
remained in a dazed condition for some 
minutes. b 

Ernest Lunbeck, a clerk, was in the labor- 
atory back of the store- roam. A glass parti- 
tion separates the two rooms. The partition 
was blown out and Lunbeck sustained severe 
injuries from the flying glass. He escaped 
by the back door. The explosion enveloped 
the building in flames, which poured in sheets 
out of the front of the lower story. Thousands 
of spectators blocked the progress of the cars. 

The entire fire department arrived quickly 
upon the scene and began pouring volumes of 
water when a man darted from the throng 
erying: Turn your hose into the store; there 
is a man in there.” It was Cornwall. A 
strong stream was directed upon the base- 
ment, but the gases from the burning chem- 
icals drove the men back. At length a search- 
ing party entered the store and found 
the unrecognizable trunk of Bosworth 
in the center of the floor. Some papers 
lying near him revealed his identity. 
Hardly a doubt exists in regard to the com- 
pound that the dead man was manufacturing. 
He had received an order from a photographer 
named Lickman during the day for a certain 
German flash light, whose component parts 
were known by Bosworth. He promised the 
photographer he should have the material 
before 3  o’clock, and it is thought 
that he started to Work upon it. 
The preparation is a most deadly 
explosive if the proportionate parts are 
a little overweighed, and Bosworth evidently 
got too much of the chlorate of potassium, and 
the explosion that hurled him to his death fol- 
lowed. The loss of both concerns will exceed 
$20,000. Only this morning the dead than left 
his family in Glen Park, where they have been 
summering. 


ITALIANS ENGAGE IN A FREE FIGHT. 


Two Men Killed and Several Others Mortal- 
ly Wounded at Bound Brook, N. J. 

Bounp Broox, N. J.; Aug. 4.—A terrible 
fight occurred in the Italian settlement known 
as the Gravel Pit in the outskirts of Bound 
Brook yesterday. Twomen were killed and 
several others are expected to die. The fight 
was the result of a love affair. Several 
years ago an Italian girl came to this 
country and worked in the Bound 
Brook mills, She was engaged to a 
lover in Italy, but in a short time was mar- 
ried to oné of the Bound Brook Italians. 
Yesterday a brother of the jilted lover vis 
ited the settlement in the Gravel Pit, and, 
meeting the woman, who carried her 
child in her arms, struck her over the head 
with a bottle. The husband interfered, and 
in a moment the two men were engaged in 
a mortal fight. . A free fight among the 
occupants of the dozen or more shanties fol- 
lowed. All turned out and fought one another 
viciously with all sorts of weapons. In a few 
minutes the ground was covered with bloody 
and groaning victims. During the night two 
of the wounded men died in great agony. 
Others are in a dying condition, Five arrests 
were made and more are to follow. 


LIFTED FROM THE WATER BY AN ICEBERG 


Remarkable Experience of the Steamer 
Portia Off the Newfoundland Coast. 

Harirax, N. S., Aug. 4.—The steamer Portia 
arrived this morning from Newfoundland en 
route to New York. A correspondent talked 
to Capt. Ash with reference to the encounter 
his steamer had with an iceberg off Fogo 
Head. He says it was a most miraculous es 
cape for the steamer. A berg 150 feet 
high and 600 feet long broke in three 
pieces just as the Portia was passing it. One 
of the pieces, 200 feet long, which had sunk, 
came up under the steamer, lifting it entirely 
out of the water. It remained for some min- 
utes resting on the huge cake of ice, when the 
tremendous sea set it free.

REED’S FRIENDS WEAKEN 


THE ENEMIES OF RECIPROCITY PUT 
OUT THE WHITE FLAG. 


They Call for a Truce—Not Eager to Help 
Reed“ Crush Out Blalnelsm Mr. Blaine 
and the President—The Latter Said to 
Be Favorably Disposed Toward Rec- 
iprocity—A Conference Yesterday at 
Cape May. : 


Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 4.— [Special. 
The enemies of reciprocity have put out the 
white flag. They want a truce called until an 
understanding can be reached. Speaker Reed 
may still be defiant, but his following 
in the House isn’t. Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, North Dakota, California, Illinois, 
and Kansas, through. State or Con- 
gressional Conventions, have declared in 
favor of Mr, Blaine’s ideas and Western mem- 
bers are beginning to see the light and follow 
after it. One proposition which is said to 
meet Maj. McKinley’s view is that, instead of 
making sugar free for a year on Condition of 
reimposing the duty against non- 
reciprocating countries, the cut should 


| be simply one-half of the present rate. This, 


it is declared, would cheapen sugar to con- 
sumers, and at the same time would encour- 
age the sugar. produeing countries to seek for 
an entirely free market by concessions in 
favor of American breadstuffs. 

But the general opinion tends more and 
more strongly against half-way arrangements 
and towards reciprocity pure and simple. A 
good-sized party is forming in the House 
which will insist on having a direct expres- 
sion. It is possible that Speaker Reed 
and the majority of the Committee on 
Rules may yet be forced to give the 
Foreign Affairs Committee a chance to 
bring before the House the resolution of Mr. 
Hitt—that the House “ would view with favor 
reciprocity treaties with the Pan-American 
nations,” or the Ways and Means Committee 
may be compelled to report, favorably or 
otherwise, the resolution introduced last week 
by Mr. Sanford (New Fork), proposing a halt 
in free sugar legislation until time can be had 
to investigate Secretary Blaine’s reciprocity 
propositions. . n 

An editorial in the Philadelphia Press, the 
organ of the high protectionists, attracted a 
good deal of attention today. The paper calls 
a halt in the attacks upon Secretary Blaine, 
and urgés the creation of a financial policy 
which will unite the Republican party. The 
Press has heard from the Great West, for it 
says: 

The question at issue becomes one neither of 
principle nor of policy, but of detail. The party, 
as a whole, is pledged both to the 
removal of duties on sugar and tothe exten- 
sion of foreign trade. The Western and North- 
western States were and are believed to be 
strongly in favor of the remission of the sugar 
duties, but no one can doubt since the expression 
of their opinion during the last month, to say 
nothing of the Republican platformsin Minnesota 
Nebraska and South Dakota that the Repub- 
licans of the West and Northwest would heartily 
support any measure which met both the re- 
quired ends of a sound Republican policy, the re- 
duction of revenue and the creation of reciprocal 
trade. This is the general sentiment of the country. 
It is in line with the treaties negotiated by Presi- 
dent Arthur, urged by Gen. Grant, and the policy 
promoted by Fresident Harrison in the Pan- 
American conference. The reduction of revenue 
it will accomplish is in the precise line with the 
policy carried out by Mr, McKinley inthe sugar 
clauses of his Tariff bill and triumphantly 
passed under Speaker Reed’s able and brilliant 
management of the business of the House. The 
adjustment of these two common aims—the re- 
duction of revenne and the use of this 
reduction to secure fereign trade—is a 
matter of detail about which there 
ought not to be, and, “we believe 
will not be, any difficulty whatever. Senator

MR. BLAINE AND THE PRESIDENT. 


Gen. Harrison Said to Look with Favor on 
the Reciprocity Idea, 

Care May, N. J., Aug. 4.—[Special. ]}—Pres- 
ident Harrison has heard Secretary Blaine ex- 
pound his ideas of reciprocity without signify- 
ing whether he shares them or not. 
It is said tonight by gentlemen who 
have talked with thé President upon 
the subject that he is dis- 
posed to look upon Mr. Blaine's ideas with 
some favor. The President is determined in his 
effort to have Congress pass a Tariff bill, and 
just here is where Secretary Blaine will perhaps 
gain his point. The President and Secretary 
have got along harmoniously 1n their confer- 
ence upon the McKinley bill, with the excep- 
tion of the section relating to sugar. 

Mr. Blaine has pointed out the inconsist- 
ency of the sugar schedule so strongly that 
the President will doubtless recommend a 
modification permitting the Executive to levy 
discretionary duties upon certain articles 
when the relations between the United States 
and other countries may demand it. 

One thing is certain, Secretary Blaine is 
fearless in the advocacy of his ideas, while the 
President is reticent and reserved. There are 
some portions of the proposed. policy which 
the President would be pleased to establish, 
but he prefers to move cautionsly. If the 
door be opened to one article the President 
sees no just reason why it should not be 
opened to all. ‘ 

But the President is not so strongly arrayed 
against reciprocity in its pure form as is gen- 
erally supposed. He has probed into the sub- 
ject thoroughly, and seems to think that Mr. 
Blaine has proposed a measure without in- 
timating how it can be carried into 
effect. He considers it all very well to ex- 
change the products of our country for those 
of another without. charging duties upon the 
merchandise exchanged, but is not prepared 
to say whether the other country would pur- 
sue this policy. The reciprocity treaty as 
mapped out by Mr. Blaine might be per- 
fectly agreeable to the United States, but an 
entirely different affair to Cuba. This is 
a point which has been under discussion’ since 
Secretary Blaine’s arrival. Although Mr. 
Blaine has exerted some influence upon the 
President he has by no means changed his 
mind upon the general: question. President

NARROWLY ESCAPED FROM DEATH. 
Mrs. Dimmick, the President’s Niece, Nearly 


Drowned at Cape May—Others in Danger. 
Puitapenpuia, Pa., Aug. 3 


There was a genuine sensation during the 


bathing hour at Cape May Point today which 
almost involved the life of Mrs. Dimmick, a 
niece of Mrs. Harrison, and shortly after- 
ward, in almost precisely the same 
manner, the life of Miss Emma Me- 
Ilhaney of Wilmington, Del. A short 
distance out from the shore in front of the 
President’s cottage is anchored a flatboat used 
by bathers to dive from, and to this Mrs. 
Dimmick swam out, but when she dove off to 
return to shore the current swept 
her out beyond it. Her peril was 
seen by N W. Buckman of Philadelphia, 
who occupies a cottage next to that of Presi 

dent Harrison. Mr. Buckman went to the 
assistance of Mrs, Dimmick without attract- 
ing the attention of the other bathers and 
brought the frightened lady safely to shore 
befere J. R. McKee, the President's son- in- 
law, who had been bathing with her, even 
knew of herdanger. She was in an exhaust- 
ed condition when she reached the shore. 

A few minutes later and Miss Mellhaney, 
who is stopping with her aunt, Mrs. Myers 
Hayes, had also dived from the 
flatboat into the treacherous  cur- 
rent and was being carried  sea- 
ward at a rapid rate. Carl Strauss, a 
musician in the Carleton House orchestra, see- 
ing her peril, swam out to the drowning lady, 
but as soon as be reached her side she 


grasped him with both hands around his | 


neck and dragged his head under water in her 
frantic efforts to save herself from drowning. 
Strauss was himself fast becoming exhausted 
when Augustus W. Buck of Fall River, Mass., 
who is engaged as aclerk in Dr. F. E. Stewart’s 
drug store, bravely went to the aid of the 
couple.

Fatal Jump of an Insane Woman. 


Difference Between the Federal and School 
Census Figures, ‘ 

The large difference between the Federal 
and school census figures is still unexplained. 
Many reasons have been assigned, and among 
them it is charged that the enumerators in the 
Federal census were unable to speak the lan- 
guage of the districts in which they worked. 
It is claimed that many were Americans and 
could only speak one language, while in 
the school census the men employed were 
linguists, and were thus enabled to obtain 
facts that otherwise would have been un- 
Known. 

Supervisor Gilbert made statements last 
night that show how these claims might be 
fallacious. A TUN reporter called upon 
him last evening. 

„Mr. Gilbert, were the enumerators em- 
ployed in the foreign districts men who spoke 
the languages of the inhabitants?” 

„Les, replied the Supervisor of Census, 
ns far as possible. Where a man could not 
speak the tongue of the family he was interro- 
gating he was allowed an interpreter. Some 
of them took interpreters along with them 
when they got into a district where they 
thought they would need one. But a good 
many of the enumerators were foreigners 
themselves. Germans can speak intelligently 
in several languages, and I had a number of 
them at work. There was one instance of a 
man who had been a United States enumera- 
tor before, and he from choice asked tobe put 
en a Bohemian district. He said there was 
more money in it. I thought that funny, and 
asked him how he worked it. He said that he 


had got the necessary words down fine, and 
could , get along nicely with them as a rule.“ 


Where Foreigners Were Employed, 
„% Were Bohemians „ to canvass 
Bohemian districts, Poles Polish districts, 
Germans German. districts, Italian ditto, 


etc.?”’ 

“Yes, Ican give you an instance. The 
Sixth Ward isa Polish one.

Italians were the people to 
et right, as they are suspicious and 
on’t seem to care much for the law. There 
were a large number of Bohemians and Poles 
who had books. I made it a point to get 
them if possible, and when they did not pre- 
sent themselves for the position I ‘ drummed’ 
forthem. The Americans could not under- 
stand why I discriminated against them so 
much, but it had to be done.

The Farmers’ Alliance of Nebraska has held 
a State convention, has nominated a ticket, 
and has adopted a platform which contains 
several of those wild ideas which are having 
such a go just now, and which the demagogues 
are telling the farmers will be a sure cure for 
the evils that afflict them. 

One is that the General Government shall 

own and operate the railroads and telegraph 
and furnish transportation at cost, the same 
as mail facilities are now furnished. How 
did it happen that there was not in this con- 
vention one man bright enough to ask the 
committee which drafted this resolution how 
the Government was to get possession of the 
roads? There are but three ways in which it 
can be done—by the owners of the roads mak- 
ing a free gift of them, which is not probable ; 
by the Government confiscating them; or by 
its buying them with or without the consent 
of the owners. 
* Confiscation may as well be put out of the 
question. It is against the morality of the 
age. When it came to the pinch the farmer 
‘would no more rob a man of his railroad than he 
would of his horse or his wagon. The roadé 
must be bought, therefore, and a fair price be 
paid for them. Whatever that price may be 
the Government would have to assume the 
present bonded debt of the roads of $4,500,- 
000,000 and pay the interest on it—which the 
roads do not always do.

If 
the currency were in excess of the legitimate 
demands of trade it would drop out of cir- 
culation as the silver of France has done. If 
the ¢éontemplated inflation were in inconvert- 
ible paper, which is probably what the farm- 
ers want, silver and gold would disappear. The 
prices of their products would go up, but what 
they bought would be propertionately dearer. 
There would be a seeming prosperity, fol- 
lowed by wild speculation, and then a disas- 
trous emach. 


ELECTIVE VERSUS APPOINTIVE JUDGES. 

The resignation of Judge Garnett to accept 
a position which paid better and probably 
gave pleasanter work, followed by that of 
Judge Jamieson under much the same circum- 
stances, has led to some moralizing as to why 
elective Judges so often leave the bench and 
why appointive ones never do in England and 
rarely in this country. One reason given 1s 
that it is not the better pay which draws 
American Judges from the bench to be the 
counsel of corporations so much as it is the 
uncertainty of their tenuré of office, and, inci- 
dentally, thé struggling and scheming for a 
nomination which come once in so many 
years. Federal Judges, it is said, knowing 
they cannot be disturbed so long as they be- 
have themselves, and sure of support when 
forced to leave the bench, work on with sal- 
aries smaller than those paid in this county. 
Yet the names of Dillon and McCrary will at 
once suggest themselves as those of Federal 
Circuit Judges who resigned to better their 
condition. 

Matters have reached a point, however, 
where it cannot be said that uncertainty of 
tenure should disturb a Cook County Judge 
as long as he behaves himself. It is settled 
beyond all possibility of reversal that State 
Judges shall be elected. In many respects it 
is plainly wiser they should be, and, whatever 
may be thought of the wisdom of it, it cannot 
be changed. But, by rare good fortune, in 
that place wheré an elective judiciary would 
be naturally the weakest—in a great city—the 
good sense of the people, feeling the impor- 
tance of maintaining a high judicial standard 
and knowing how much depends to them on 
having good, honest Judges; has practically 
taken the matter out of politics so far as re- 
lates to the Judges after they once get on the 
bench. 

Take, Judge Jamieson or Judge Garnett. 
Neither would have the least difficulty in be- 
ing reélected when his present term closed. 
Neither would have to go down in the mire of 
partisan politics or make friends with saloon- 
keepers and ward bummers to get a renomina- 
tion. That of each would have been fore on 
his party and the people would have elected 
both. So it was not uncertainty of tenure 
which made either of them leave the bench. 
But each knew he could make so much more 
money than the $7,000 the county paid him 
that it would have been a crime from a world- 
ly point of view not to accept the offer. The 
honor of being a Judge of Cook County, the 
autocrat of a court-room, the commander of a 
bailiff and a clerk, did not equal the difference 
between the two rates of pay. 

There are but eighteen United States Su- 
preme and Circuit Court Judges, The Su- 
perior and Circuit Courts of Cook have as 
mauy. It is clear that the honor of being one 
of the former, holding almost imperial sway, 
with jurisdiction wide as the dominions of the 
country, must be greater than that of being 
one of the eighteen Judges of one of the 102 
counties of one of the forty-four States. If 


honor could have a money value put on it 


that at which the Federal office was rated 
would be far greater thaa that assigned the 
State one. 

English Judges do not resign. They get 
large salaries. Federal Judges do resign when 
the inducements are sufficient, but as a gen- 
eral thing they are elderly men when appoint- 
ed and are more willing to stay where they are 
and enjoy their dignity. State Judges are on 
the average much younger men, and to these 
bright youngsters aggregations of wealth 
turn naturally when selecting counsel, for 
they have had the double training of 
the bar and the bench. Appointive Judges in 
Cook County would be subject to the same 
temptations as elective ones and would yield 
to them about as readily. Supposing the for- 
mer is sure of a pension if he sticks. If he 
can earn by a few years of labor 
a sum which is the equivalent of 
that pension capitalized why should he 
stick? The millionaire wants the best coun- 
sel, just as he does the best physician, and 
so long as both can be had by the simple ex- 
pedient of paying for them he will get them. 
It seems hard that Cook County should ge to 
all the trouble of picking out a bright young 
fellow, training him up and making a good 
Judge of him, only to have him stolen away. 
The truth is the fault is not so much with the 
system as it is with the salaries. If the pay of 
the Judges were better two results would fol- 
low: First, it would be easier to get the best 
meinbers of the bar to accept nominations; 
and, second, it would not be so hard to keep 
good Judges when by their service on the 
bench they had shown what stuff they were 
made of, 


OHIO DEMOCRATS ON THE ELECTION BILL. 
The Ohio Democrats had a mass-meeting at 


Columbus Saturday and denounced the 
National Election law.

It was to be expetted of Demoerats, who have 
just done about the worst job of gerrymander- 
ing ever seen in the United States.

“The regulations already made by the 
States are ndt satisfactory always. There 
are no regulations in force in the Guif 
States which secure to colored men the 
right to cast their ballots for Representatives 
and have them counted. There is and has been 
for years a startling defect in State regula- 
tions down South which the National Legis- 
lature thinks should be remedied. 

“The customs of our people” which the 
Ohio Democrats think Congress should not 
“interfere with have not been unchanged 
for a century.“ They have been in existence 
only a quarter of tbat time, and 
have been limited practically to the 
cotton States. These “customs” which 
Gov. Campbell, ex-Congressman Con- 
verse, and other Ohio Democrats think are 
sanctified by time consist of going around a 
day or two before election with rifles and shot- 
guns and notifying colored men that if they 
show up at the polls their days will be few in 
the land ; of filling with buckshot an occasional 
negro who disobeys orders; of taking what 
votes they may cast and crediting them 
to the man against whom they were cast, and 
of stealing about twenty-five Republican dis- 
triets. 

The present Congress, considering such cus- 
toms barbaric and undeserving of encourage- 
ment, has determined to stop them. Those 
who try to maintain them are acting against 
the law, and, also, as Mr. Blaine says of the 
Canuck seal pirates, contra bonos mores.“ 


PROSPERITY OF THE .RAILROADS. 

„ Poor's Manual for this year, which has 
just béen issued, puts the gross earnings of 
the railroads of the United States for 1889 
at $1,008,736,596, a sum more than double the 
revenue of the Federal Government, and al- 
most equal to the amount of the National 
debt. Yet it is said that this enormous sum 
is short of the total, since owing to a change 
in the time of the expiration of the fiscal year 
with fhe railroads some companies failed to 
report. It is estimated that the gross earn- 
ings must amount to $6,700 per mile for the 
160,000 miles now ‘in operation, or a total of 
$1,072,000,000. The gross earnings amount to 
over 10 per cent, and the net earnings, $322,- 
284,986, are equal to. nearly 4 per 
cent on a valuation which includes an 
enormous amount of watered stocks and 
bonds and takes in all the bankrupt roads and 
the lines built to float bonds, not for traffic.” 
It is plain that the railroads are making more 
money than any other great interest in the 
country and the reward of the carrier is great- 
er than that of either the agricultural or man- 
ufacturing producers taken as awhole. At 
the same time the charges of the railroads 
have been falling steadily since 1882 and are 
now lower than ever before. The earning 
power of the railroads is maintained through 
increased economy of operation and a greater 
volume of traffic. Last year the railroads 
carried 71 per cent more passengers than in 
1882, but of course the number of cars was 
not increased in any such proportion. The 
difference was that between carrying cars a 
quarter instead of a half or two-thirds full. 
The growth of the passenger traffic and the 
filling up of the cars did not add to the cost of 
the service in anything like the same propor- 
tion. It costs only a little more to haul a full 
car than one with @ fifth or sixth of a load. 

In the freight as in the passenger service low 
rates have had the effect of stimulating traffic 
and developing new business. In some cases 
where roads have been built without any 
expectation of earning a profit as carriers, but 
solely to unload bonds on the public, they have 
nevertheless to the surprise of their promoters 
developed so much business that they prom- 
ise to become good investments in a few years. 
Doubtless it will surprise many fairly well in- 
formed people to learn that in.the last. four 
years over 33,000 miles of track—over one- 
fifth the entire railroad system of the United 
States—have been constructed. Previous 
periods of active railroad building were fol- 
lowed by panics or financial disturbance, but 
the work of the railroad builders in the last 
four years has had no bad effect on other indus- 
tries. This isso because the new lines have been 
extensiogs into sections capable of develop- 
ment and comparatively little capital has 
been sunk in Nickel-Plate schemes or the 
like. The multiplication of branch lines and 
„ feeders for the great systems in Kansas, 
Iowa, and the Dakotas has resulted in an im- 
mediate increase of business. The new roads 
have caused the quick development of mineral, 
agricultural, or timber regions and hence the 
capital invested in these lines was not with- 
drawn from reproductive ‘uses. It was differ- 
ent when vast sums were being put igto the 
six great transcontinental lines. Traffic could 
not be developed on the alkali plains or in the 
two great mountain ranges that had to be 
crossed, but was to be sought at the coast and 
obtained only after a long period of track- 
building, during which time the capital in- 
vested was not reproductive. Capital put into 
the Pacific lines remained useless for a con- 
siderable time and the immediate effect on 
general business was bad. Under different 
circumstances the heavy railroad building of 
the last four years has been accomplished 
without financial disturbance. 

THE CONTROL OF NATIONAL ELECTIONS. 

From the speeches that have been made in 
Congress and articles published in Demo- 
cratic newspapers denying the constitution- 
ality of a Federal election law, it might be 
supposed that the question is still an open 
one. In fact the Supreme Court in passing on 
the present Federal Supervisor laws not only 
upheld the right of the National Government 
to control all elections where National officials 
are chosen, but put upon record a powerful 
statement of the reasons why such action was 
necessary. Said the court: 

In absolute Governments where the monarch is 
the source of all power, it is held still to be im- 
portant that the exercise of that power shall be 
free from the influence of extraneous violence and 
internal corruption. In a republican govern- 
ment like ours, where political power is reposed in 
representatives of the entire body of the people, 
chosen at short intervals by popular elections, the 
temptations to control these elections by violence 
and by corruption is a constant source of danger. 
Such has been the history of all republics, and 
though ours has been free comparatively from both 


these evils in the past, no lover of his country can 
shut his eyes to the fear of future from 


presents equal cause for anxiety. 

Yet in the face of this declaration by the 
Supreme Court as to the legality and the 
sound policy and right of National control 
over National elections it is still claimed that 
such legislation is unconstitutional. The su- 
pefvision contemplated by the Lodge-Rowell 
bill will be effective not only in curbing vio-

and secure them equal rights North and 
South, In counting the negro to 
secure twenty-five or thirty seats in 
Congress and then filling them by election 
fraud a gross wrong is done to the white voters 
in Northern States and their ballots are de- 
prived of their just weight and force. It is 
useless to suppose Northern voters will con- 
tinue to suffer this wrong, and they cannot 
wait longer to see if a returning sense of rea- 
son and justice will induce the Southern 
whites to rectify it. There is no hint or promise 
of such action. Hence the demand that the 
constitutional power of Congress shall be used 
to purify elections in the South and stop the 
lawless seizure of power by Southern con- 
stituencies to thé injury of the just rights of 
Northern voters. 


JAPAN’S ELECTIVE EXPERIMENT. 

The people of Japan held their first parlia- 
mentary election on the lst of July last, and 
it is evidence of their capacity for self-gov- 
ernment, their respect for law, and their abil- 
ity to take part in the government of their 
country, that after a somewhat excited cam- 
paign, for they already are divided into polit- 
ical factions, the election took place in a 
quiet, orderly, and legal manner, which is 
more than can be said of elections in some 
parts even of this century-old Republic, boast- 
ing the most advanced civilization of the world. 
Reports from the election say that the Japs 


went tothe polls in a businesslike way and 


without excitement, voted for their candidates 
without any interference, and then went away 
to their duties as if they had voted at 
popular elections all their lives. After the 
polls were closed the ballot-boxes were locked 
up securely and the next day they were 
opened, the votes were counted honestly, and 
the result was declared promptly. How long 
this desirable condition of things will con- 
tinue it would be rash to predict. The Orien- 
tals. are imitative in their tendencies and the 
Japanese especially have been close copyists 
of all the features of Western civilization. 
When they have discovered the ingenious 
tricks and appliances for defeating the popu- 
lar will and suppressing the rights of the ma- 
jority, the manipulations of “ fine workers, 
the corruptions of political bosses, the pulls 
on candidates and officials, the gerrymander, 
the tissue-paper vote, the cigar ballot-box, and 
the various methods of counting out which 
prevail in this enlightened country, it is within 
the possibilities of course that they may avail 
themselves of our superior knowledge of the 
methods of so-called popular elections. But 
it is to their credit that their first election was 
a model one and that their experiment in 
representative government thus far has been 
a conspicuous success, 

The candidates voted for included a portion 
of the Senate, the remainder taking their 
places by appointment. A few of the Sena- 
tors are elected by popular vote and the fif- 
teen highest taxpayers in each municipality 
also have the right to send one member to the 
Senate, so that that body represents the 
wealth and nobility of the country. All the 
members of the Lower House, however, are 
chosen by the popular vote, the apportion- 
ment being on the ratio of population as 
with us. In the respective character and func- 
tions of the two branches of Parliament they 
closely resemble the English. The Japan cor- 
respondent of the New York Tribune gives 
the following interesting sketch of the politi- 
cal parties in the country: 

The chief party of the present day is called the 
Progressive party. In a European State it would 
be called the Moderate Liberal. It was founded 
by Count Okuma when he retired from the Cabi- 
net in 1882. He separated from his colleagues on 
the ground ‘that the year 1890, which was that ap- 
pointed for the summoning of a National Assem- 
bly, was in his opinion too far off. Assoon as he 
went out of office, being followed in his retire- 
ment by a large number of the higher class of 
officials, he established this party, with a pro- 
gram which had a certain approach to definite- 
ness. It purposed to devote itself to the decen- 
tralisation of the Administration and to the fur- 
therance of local government. Among the other 
planks ef its platform were the placing of the cur- 
rency, which was then in a very unsatisfactory 
condition, on a metallic basis; the gradual exten- 
sion of the franchise, and in (foreign 
affairs the increase of commercial but the 
restriction of political relations with for- 
eign countries. There is, of course, a con- 
servative pafty, called here the Nationalist, 
whose aim is to preserve all the old national char- 
acteristics of Japan and resist the influx of for- 
eign ideas. It came into notice about two years 
ago by its strenuous opposition to treaties with 
and concessions to foreign powers, and it effected 
the downfall of Count Okuma and, for the time, 
the failure of his great scheme of treaty revision. 
Then there is a new Radical party, the weakest of 
the three. It was organized two years ago by 
Count Goto, a disappointed politician with a griev- 
ance against the Government. He gathered about 
him a number of men with grievances, who agreed 
with each other only in their opposition to the 
Government. The party of malcontents was rap- 
idly growing in numbers and influence when the 
Government deprived. it of its head by giving 
Count Goto an cffice. He accepted the office and 
immediately became as strong in his support of 
the Government as he had beeg in his enmity to 
it. The headless party at on’ went to pieces, 
and but little of it now remains, 

„Progressive always has been a term ap- 
plicable to Japan, and there is little hazard in 
the prediction that the party which is called 
by it will lay strong foundations for Japan’s 
prosperity, and that under its progressive in- 
fluence the little country will forge ahead of 
its conservative old Chinese neighbor rapidly. 
Light, however, is breaking inside the Chinese 
wall, and the influences of Western civiliza- 
tion slowly but surely are making themselves 
felt, and may be intensified by the example of 
their active, aggressive Japanese neighbors. 
The old order of things is passing away and 
from motives of sheer self-defense alone as 
against Russia the bigoted Chinese may be 
compelled to give up their conservatism and 
adapt themselves to Western habits, alliances, 
and civilization as the Japanese have done. 


Tue first five months of the present year 
formed atime of real prosperity for the rail- 
roads of the United States. Compared with 
the same period last year every one of the 
principal groups shows an increase both in 
gross and net earnings, though some of the 
lines exhibit a decrease. The most important 
of these are the Illinois Central, with its Iowa 
lines, and the Quincy, Omaha, and Kansas 
City, though the Grangers as a whole gained 
74 per cent. The trunk lines increased 9% 
per cent and the coalers show gains of 17% in 
spite of the lassitude of the anthracite trade. 
Even the Pacific group has gained 4 per cent 
net, though the returns were cut down 
by the effects of the storms of last 
winter. The largest gain is scored by the 
Southwestern lines (48 per cent), the Central 
Western (273¢), and the Eastern roads (17M per | 
cent). The Mexican road shows an increase of 
only 2 per cent, while the Fort Scott and 
Memphis and the Arizona Central have fallen 
behind because of a large increase in operat- 
ing expenses. The general prosperity was, as 
a rule, the result of a heavy carrying business 
at comparatively low rates, especially on the 
corn and iron lines. There is no special rea- 
son to apprehend a falling off in these re- 
spects for the next twelve months. In case of 
a partial failure of the corn crop there is a

“We have overcome the labor question,“ he 
remarked in conversation with a TRIBUNE re- 
porter, “by importing negroes from North 
Carolina. Our firm, which has 1,200 acres in 
cotton, hired two car-loads of hands for its own 
lands and brought out four car-loads for the use 
of neighbors who were willing toshare in the ex- 
periment. We have succeeded so well that we 
have already made arrangements to ship in 
eight car-loads next year. The Texan negro 
is numerous, but he is too intelligent to work 
hard, and at 1 o’clock every Saturday after- 
noon he will drop his work and mount a mule 
to go off visiting or shopping to the 
nearest town. The North Carolina negroes 
work with us on halves. We supply them 
with everything they want as an advance on 
their share of the crop and deduct it at the 
end of the season. Each one must cultivate 
at least ten acres, and as we raise a bale of 
cotton to each acre he can clear up a profit of 
$15 bale. This does not seem much, but 
when you consider that some of them have 


large families it means big profits. Why in 


one of our families there are sixteen persons, 
fourteen of whom work in the field.” 

What are the financial itions?

thusiastically. In McClellan, Bell, Hill, and 
Forbes Counties, which are considered among 
the best for cotton, the acreage has been in- 
creased 30 per cent, and Waco alone will 
handle 125,000 bales this year, against 109,500 
last year. This puts out nearly $6,000,000. 
Small grains are doing well, and the lumber 
mills are crowded with orders. In our town 
I guess we have the lumber king of the South 
—William Cameron—who owns sixteen yards 
and five large mills.
